Ky called th e electiui for a 
national assembly under pres­ 
sure from Sonfo Vietnam’s 
Buddh ist leaders wh o h a v e 
been agitating for a return to 
civilian rule. Over th e past 
few weeks, th onsaikbi of dem­ 
onstrators h ave been called 
out in Saigon, Hue, Da Nang 
and oth er cities to back th e 
Buddh ist demands. 
Asked to wh at degree tjiq 
political crisis h as h anqpered 
th e war. Lodge said: 
“It certainly h as h ampered 
it somewh at. One \Hietnamese 
division in th e 1st Corps was 
taken out effectively , really , 
of th e action against th e Viet 
Cong aggression. 
*Real Setback* 
“We sh ould r e m e m b e r 
th ou^ th at a good deal of 
military success was ach ieved 
during th e last month and I 
believe th e lost time can be 
made up.

Vebraska Highway Mo dernizatio n 
\earing StandstiD, Ho ssack Fears

sack said over-all progress in 
modernizing Nebraska’s state 
h i^w ay sy stem is nearing 
th e “standstill stage.’’ 
He said lack of funds, in- 
creasiiig 
maintenance 
and 
cQDstructioii costs and th e 
nmtoring public’s demand for 
finmr h i^way s h ave made it 
more difficidt to sustain a 
compreh ensive modernization 
effort. 
“We are beginning to get 


to th e place wh ere I very seri­ 
ously doubt we are making 
much progress,’’ Hossack de­ 
clared. “Alth ougli I th ink our 
sy stem is still on th e upswing, 
we certainly are not match ing 
our lurogress of a few y ears 
ago.’’ 
He noted th e roads depart­ 
ment’s project emph asis h as 
sh ifted from paving gravel- 
surfaced h igh way s to resur­ 
faced h igh way s to resurfacing 
and redesigning major state 
roads. 
W h ereas th e departmenit

used to convert apout 300 
miles of gravel h igh way s to 
dustless surface annually dur­ 
ing th e late 1950’s and early 
960’s, th e current two-y ear 
program called for convert- 
ng only 2B0 miles of gravel 
iiigh way s, h e said.

‘Our state h igh way s really 
took a beating during th e 
war y ears but we made rapid 
irogress wh en th e state gaso- 
ine tax began to go up,’’ h e 
said.

CIA agents posed as University staff mem­ 
bers.

It was not surprising th at Sen. Eu­ 
gene J. McCarth y, O-Minn., h a s m - 
Donnced th at th e Innate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee may decide nex t week 
wh eth er to force a sh owdown on its ef­ 
forts to oversee CIA actfvities.

Everyone recognizes th at an intellligence 
agency must, of necesssity, work in secrecy. 
Fears h ave been growing steadily th at th e 
CIA’s operations h ave gone far beyond seek­ 
ing of information for th e security of th e na­ 
tion. Th ere h ave been persistent rumors th at 
th e agency h as been involved in cloak and 
dagger operations intended to topple govern­ 
ments. 
, 
Such rumors h ave been so widespread 
th at foreiffi govenimente make ch arges to 
th at effect. Th ere h ave been scandals of 
bribe moneys and th e State Department h as 
been caugh t in embarrassing situations be­ 


cause of actions of th e CIA. Wh eth er t h e s e 
h ave been auth orized or unauth orized actions 
is a matter of speculation. 
Th e United States h as only to look to 
France to know th at uncootroiled secret ser­ 
vices agencies can pose a th reat as well as a 
protection. 
Th e Ben Barka affair became an inter- 
Uonal scandal. Meh di Ben Barka, a 45-yemr- 
old Mopoocan, an ex ile leader of a leftisft 
group, was kidnapped from a Paris h otel and 
reportedly murdered by th e secret police. Re­ 
lations between France and Morocco were 
badly strained. 
President De GauUe was outraged by a 
wh olesale disregard of law and principle, and 
took steps to clean up th e mess. 
Ideally th e sh akeup of th e CIA sh ould 
come from th e ex ecutive branch . Control by 
such a large and talkative body as C on^ss 
over a secret agency may not be th e best so­ 
lution, but at th is stage of th e game it could 
be th e only way to restore th e public confi­ 
dence in th e CIA. •

wilderness and th e solitary place sh all be 
glad for th em and th e desert sh all rejoice and 
blossom as tbe rose.” Jackman doe s not 
know wh at th ey sang at tl at meeting but h e 
knows th ey sang, “for th e Meth odists h a v e 
always been a singing people.” 
As th e tex t predicted, th e “desert”, as Ne­ 
braska was once called, blossomed and with 
it Meth odism.

Wash ington — Almost unnoticed, th e C o n- 
gress of th e United States lias taken a step 
wh ich would not be surprising in a police 
state, but is certainly unprecedented in a de­ 
mocracy. 
For, by an overwh elming 
vote dominated almost entire­ 
ly by Democrats in b ot h 
h ouses, a law h as been passed 
th is week giving th e pol i ce 
arm 
th e government th e 
power to h old a club over citi­ 
zens wh o may become in­ 
volved in disputes over racial 
discrimination — in public ac­ 
commodations, education, em­ 
ployment practices or h ousing—or^ any de­ 
nial of “equal protection of th e laws.” 
Wh en th e Civil Righ ts Act of 1964 was 
passed, th ere was establish ed a “Community 
Relations Service,” wh ich was designed to 
h elp settle disputes, disagreements or difficul­ 
ties “relating to discriminatory practices 
based on race, color, or national origin” 
wh en th ese th reaten th e “peaceful relations 
among th e citizens in any community.” Th is 
service was to offer “conciliation assistance” 
on a voluntary Imsis and to use persuasion. 
Th e agency given th is auth ority was set up 
as a part of th e Department of Commerce.

N.ow, h owever, all th ese duties h ave sud­ 
denly been transferred to th e Department of 
Justice, wh ich is in ch arge of federal prosecu­ 
tions. Th e act 
1964 specifies th at no officer 
or employee of th e Community Relations Serv­ 
ice “sh all engage in th e perormance of inves­ 
tigative or prosecuting functions” in any liti­ 
gation arising out of a dispute in wh ich h e 
acted on beh alf of th e service. But th e law 
also says th at “noth ing in th is act sh all be 
construed to deny, impair, or oth erwise af- 
fh et any righ t or auth ority of th e attorn^ 
ral” to institute or intervene in any ac- 


Wh ile th e personnel of th e Community 
Relations Service are proh ibited by law from 
making public any information th ey gath er, 
th ere is no provision against th e use of th at 
same information by th e h ead of th e De­ 
partment of Justice in any litigation th at 
migh t ensue.

So, in effect, businesses, U ^ r organiza­ 
tions, owners of stores and <^er facilities 
may, wh enever th ere are conqdaints of dis- 
criminatioa, find th emselves oo^ronted by th e 
Department of Justice. Th is is bound to be 
construed as a coercive procedure and to 
imply th e th reat of punish ment if so-called 
“ccmciliation assistance” on th e part of th e 
Department of Justice is not accepted. 
Wh at is puzzling is wh y, if th e Depart­ 
ment of Commerce was unable to supervise 
th e functions of a “Community Relations 
Service,” th ese same duties were not as­ 
signed to th e Civil Righ ts Commission or to 
th e Department of Health , Ektucaition and Wel­ 
fare, both of wh ich agencies retain th eir juris­ 
diction over various kinds of dispute arising 
out of alleged practices of acial discrmina- 
tion.

Th rough th e Civil Righ ts Act of 1964 “re­ 
ligion” is specifically induded 20 times 
among th e categories in wh ich discriminatory 
practices come under th e jurisdiction of th e 
fecteral law.

But th e word “re­ 
ligion” is omitted in th e section relating to 
tim gath ering of voting statistics and in Title 
X, wh ich establish es th e “Community Rela­ 
tions Service.” 
Wh ile th e Civil Righ ts ^^ct was designed 
to proh ibit religioiis diseriiniiiatioQ in em­ 
ployment, education, business, and in oth er

Up to now, th e Commission on C i v i l 
Righ ts h as been active, as h as th e Commis­ 
sion on Equal Emj^yment Opportunity, aad 
wh ile disputes may arise th at ultimately could 
result in court litigation, th ere is no provi- 
sion wMch gives th e Di9 :jrtment of Justice 
th e righ t or th e power to intervene in any 
controversies wh ere th ere are

Th e wh ole question was not de b a t e d 
th orough ly in eith er h ouse of Congres« and, 
as in many oth er ph ases of th e civil-ri^ts 
problem, legislation h as been enacted wh ich , 
in some instances, could im i^ rath er th an 
safeguard civil righ ts.

No. 16th street and p robably give little 
more than a cursory glance at the yellow 
house hidden in a small grove of trees back 
from the street. 
Flank ed by a modem Methodist church 
and a sorority house, 700 No. 16th, with its 
s ha d y laiwn and giagectireBd trimming, 
seems far remote from the world of hour 
exams and fraternity p artibs. 
Standing Firm 
Threaitened dozens of times with bdmg 
converted into a small cubicle of class­ 
rooms or p erhap s a dozen p ark ing stalls, the 
house has withstood jnressures from admin­ 
istrators, faouü ty and, at times, student. 
Miss Constance C. Sÿ ford, owner of the 
house, refused to give way to University 
and city p leas and finally insured the p res­ 
ervation of her house in 
a will f(dlowing her 
death in May list year. 
The win bequeathed the house to the 
State Historical Society with $15,000 for 


its up k eep i^us an additional $15,000 for 
the restoration of the home. 
At a March meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Nebrask a State Historical 
Society, members voted to accep t Miss Sy- 
ford’s home, p lus the accomp anying terms 
of the will. 
Researchers are p resently attemp thig to 
determine the age and history of the house. 
Thus far, they have uncovered documents 
suggestii^ that Rev. E. M. Lewis may have 
built the home around 1885. 
The Syford family lived in the home 
from around 1905 or 1907 until Miss Sy- 
ford’s death. 
Stays The Same 
“Records of the home are not weU 
documented,” exp lained Historical Society 
director Marvin Kivett, “but the home is 
an excellent examp le of the p eriod since 
it has not been altered much.” 
Any restoration would try to p reserve the 
fumhdiings and decor of the p eriod, Mr. 
Kivett eaid, “altbou^ it is not yet certain 
when this will be done.”

Ryun jo gged o n, but the persistent wo uld-be interview­ 
ers pro ved a tenacio us lo t and caught him again. 


“Yo u better let me warm do wn a little Wt,“ Ryun 
warned, “o r yo u’ll have the first live telecast o f a man 
being lick.” 


These are two things which are ro utine with Ryun. 
One happens to mo st distance men, that is they warm 
do wn o r they beco me ill. The o ther do es no t happen to 
mo st distance men . . . o r to any track athlete, fo r that 
matter. And that’s the massive parade o f press and radio 
and TV men who leap into the yo ung miler’s warmups 
every time he mo ves, ho ping to co me up with so me prize 
quo te, 
Ryun is co vered better than a Nebraska pheasant. He 
gets mo re ink than a co ro natio n. Mayo rs and go verno rs get 
jealo us. 
Ha rd to Sa y 


Thursday was typical. The tall, slim yo ungster with a 
handso me grin had just dipped under fo ur minutes in an­ 
cho ring Kansas to a natio nal freshman reco rd in the dis­ 
tance medley. There they came, including pho to graphers 
who were busy snapping pictures o f his earlo bes. 


The questio ns began, mo st so familiar to Ryun he 
co uld replay a tape reco rding fo r the answers. One asked 
him if he figures this was the smallest cro wd ever to see 
a sub-fo ur n^u te mile. 


With each o ne, Ryun prefaced his answer with “Well, 
that’s hard to say.’’ Ryun displayed mo re patience than a 
lu rsery scho o l teacher. And he had intelligent answers fo r 
aU the questio ns. 
But this relaxed rehash with newsmen is a newly fo und 
talent. He is slightly shy, was well pro tected by co ach Bo b 
Timmo ns in high scho o l and is unbelievably sensitive to 
what o thers think. 
To uch o f Sy mpa thy 


Amo ng tho se who kno w him best is To peka pho to gra­ 
pher Rich Clarkso n. Ryun is interested in pho to graphy as 
a pro fessio n and has wo rked fo r Clarkso n. And Clarkso n 
also has co vered many o f the majo r meets in which Ryun 
has run. 


“It’s amazing ho w much he’s impro ved in press rela­ 
tio ns,” Garkso n said o f the Wichita flyer. There has even 
been a slight bit o f co aching. Fo r instance, Clarkso n o nce 
arranged fo r Ryun to make a po int o f telling TV peo ple in 
fro nt o f New Yo rk writers they wo uld have to wait untU he 
was finished with the press. 


Since this is a majo r so re spo t with writers—t h i s 
having the TV peo ple grab the interviews first—Ryun was 
an instant hit with the spo rts writers in the big to wn. 


Ryun’s sensitivity go es beyo nd what he says. And his 
co ach, himself a ro o kie in co llegiate co aching, to uched o n 
the subject a week ago when he said the pressures o n the 
KU freshman were tremendo us. 


“I kno w it’s there,” Ryun said o f the pressures. “Ev- 
erytime I run, it says in the papers ‘Ryun to Run; Fo ur- 
Minute Mile Likely’. Then if I run a 4:02, the cro wd’s un­ 
happy.” 
No t Hurting Perfo rma nce 


Ryun admits this is causing o nly disco mfo rt, no t ac­ 
tually harming his ability to impro ve o n his times. A go o d 
head do cto r might find that it do es hurt his times, ho wever. 
Fo r psycho lo ^cally, it is no t go o d fo r an athlete to have to 
pro ve so mething to the cro wd every time he co mpetes. 


And mo st his fo ur o r near-fo ur-minute miles are taken 
fo r granted. 


“Peo ple do n’t understand,” Ryun says. “Yo u can’t do 
it everytime o ut no matter who yo u are.” 
The reaso ns, acco rding to Ryun and Timmo ns, a r e 
simple. A miler wo rks hard all the time and he ends up 
running tired. Fo r big meets, he rests during the week. He 
did this week and he ran clo se to the time he wanted. 


Ryun do es no t seek sympathy, o nly understanding. And 
he’s actually enjo ying mo st o f it, even the sessio ns with the 
writers. 


“So me o f them try to pin yo u do wn abo ut times,” he 
says. “But 1 do n’t want to talk abo ut that. When I was a 
ju nio r in h i^ scho o l, I made a statement abo ut fo ur min­ 
utes. The paper mHA I was Uke Wes Santee, putting my fo o t 
in my mo uth.” There is little danger o f that no w. 
“I’m learning to be as crafty as the writers.” Ryun 
laughs.
